Chapters

Chapter Opener 

Several photographs grouped to- 
gether in a two-page spread identify 
the chapter opener. These photo- 
graphs emphasize the universality 
of a concept and make it possible 
for the children to examine a major 
idea in different situations and set- 
tings. Nearly always, one of the 
photographs is reproduced in black 
and white. It is a key photo. It be- 
comes the focus for a case study on 
the pages which follow. 


Case Study 

The case study stresses the realism 
which only a documentary camera 
can bring to the subject matter. The 
case study itself examines a con- 
cept as it is portrayed among real 
people in real-life locales from all 
sections of the United States. 
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Episode 

Following the case study is an epi- 
sode which reinforces the child’s 
understanding of the concepts 
dealt with in the chapter opener 
and in the case study. The episodes 
concentrate upon feelings and 
thoughts, attitudes and values—the 
“inner realities’ so important to all 
human beings. Episodes are identi- 
fied by art drawn especially for this 
volume.

It gives the child an opportunity to 
review and evaluate what he has 
learned.
